We are not going to 
subtitle the opening and ending credits, except for the songs (on half the episodes); 
instead, one of the extra bonuses at the end of one of the discs will be a 
comprehensive credits listing of all the voice actors and staff. We will be tucking little 
extras onto the ends of the discs as usual.
